1 . Novelty and Inventive Step 




The invention of claim 1 is a biodegradable starch container comprising 20-60 wt.% of Invariable 
starch. 5-30 wt.% of pulp fiber powder, 30-60 wt.% of solvent 0.1-0.2 wt-% of optical catalyzer. 
0.01-1 wt.% of presen/atlves, 0.5-5 wt.% of mold release agent, and the biodegradable film 
therein. 


01 discloses a biodegradable container comprising 25-65 wt.% of invariable starch, 30-70 wt.% 
of water, 0.1-10 wt.% of optical catalyzer, 0.001-20 wt.% of preservatives, 1-25 wt.% of fiber, 
and 0.01-5 wt.% of mold release agent. However, D1 does not disclose a biodegradable film 
therein. 


02 discloses a biodegradable foaming material Including a cellulose and titanium dioxide 
equivalent to the pulp fiber and optical catalyzer of claim 1. However, 02 does not disclose 
starch which is a principle material of a biodegradable container. 


D1 and D2 do not suggest all the components of claim 1 and 
connponents is not obvious to the person skilled in the art.

Claims 2 to 15 are dependent on claim 1, and claims 16 to 31 relate to a manufacturing method 
of a biodegradable starch container which has the same components as the container of claim 1 . 

Therefore, claims 1 to 31 satisfy the requirement of PCT Article 33(2) and 33(3) in respect of 
novelty and inventive step. 

2. Industrial Applicability 

Clainns 1 to 31 relate to a biodegradable starch container and a manufacturing method thereof 
providing sterilizing power and deodorizing power. Therefore, claims 1 to 31 possess industrial 
applicability according to PCT Article 33(4). 
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
